I could eat. drink and amuse myself 
without fear of being surprised.

was not that he failed to be a great 
commander. He was wonderful in his 
way; he knew how to collect 100,000 
men at a flxt-d point on a fixed date, 
but when he had collected them lie 
never knew the least in the world 
what to do with them.” 
So said Wellington, and on this oc­ 
casion he actually ate boult s dinner, 
which was in course of preparation for 
him. But, though the capture of the 
French marshal seemed inevitable, he 
was already “beyond the toils, having 
by a supreme effort extricated himself 
from perils as fearful as ever beset a 
general." 
It was a masterly retreat, and 
throughout it he was not only watch­ 
ing for the best advantages to be 
gained, but testing the spirit of his 
men. His hand was almost on their 
j pulses, bis eye was ever watchful, and 


I suddenly, by a stroke almost theatrical 
in its effect, he “drew up the troops, 


I 20,000 in number, on the position he 
i had occupied two months before at 


I the battle of Braga,” thus rousing the 
spirits of his soldiers. 
He continued the retreat, facing ev­ 
ery difficulty of country and weather, 
but never deterred, and finally crossed 
the Cavado “in full time, for the Eng­ 
lish guns were thundering on the 
rear."

get out a commercial orchard of 
Satsum a nd D ugat oranges at the 
Beeville experim ent station and to 
dem onstrate the suitability of the 
clim ate and soil of Southwest Tex­ 
as for producing oranges and other 
citrus fruits. 
The Satsum a and 
D ugat are 
hardy oranges, which have been 
tried at the Beeville station, and 
their adaptability to the clim ate 
has been proven. 
The Dugat is a 


J seedling, originated by Mr. Dugat 
of Beeville. 
It has the 
general 
characteristics of the Satsum a, hut 
i-* s m o o t h e r and has a more deli­ 
cate flavor. 
The grape fruit, so extensively 
grown in California, will also be 
teated 
on 
a 
considerable 
scale 
at the Beeville 
station. 
Along 
with 
these 
im portant 
experi­ 
ments in growing citrus fruits will 
bt* carried on tests,io varieties of 
truck crops and the use and value 
of different kinds of fertilizers. 
The plans for these experim ents 
were announced by Profs. Carson 
and Kyle on their return a day or 
two ago from a visit of inspection to 
the Beeville experim ent station. 
They report that a num ber of im ­ 
provem ents have been made by 
the local director, Mr. NA ashka,
